We have in mind at the moment the gar- 
bage and trash. 

The problem is: What to do with it? 

The health law says each householder is 
responsible for taking care of his own garbage. 
Raleigh Johnson points out. 

So the householder tells Sanitarian Joe 
Wells: “Tell me where I can take it?” 

For that question, the health department 
is short of answers. 

The obvious solution is to provide and 
designate some of these gulleys in strip-de- 
stroyed hollows which need to be filled, even 
if only with trash. 

These gulleys, and the branches and creeks 
ar.d rivers below them, bring us floods. Re- 
member? (It is raining moderately but stead, 
ily at this moment. If this brings four inches 
of rain in the next 36 hours — we’ve got anoth- 
er flood.) 

But we have strayed from the “clean-up, 
aeautify” theme. 

Turns out. you can’t get the agreement of 
the owner of the site to use the property as a 

dump. 



And fho owner usually turns out to b« a 
foreign corporation, represented by a local 
lawyer, usually, in each county seat. 

The lawyer may be one of us, and may 
realize what is being done to us. But he must 
tell us: “I can’t get approval to sell the land." 

Meanwhile, his bosses, who never have 
climbed up that mountain, will approve opera- 
tions which ravage and devastate these age- 
less hills. 

And leave us at the mercy of ravaging 
Nature when the rains fall. 

Why not let us use these ravaged places 
for dumping places, if we want to clean up the 
valleys, and reforest the hills, and restore at 
least some of the beauty and grandeur of the 
mountains as our forefathers (lacking fore, 
sight) first saw them? 

Many efforts have been made to clean up 
these narrow- steep valleys since the coal-pro- 
duction industry took them over, over half a 
century ago. But the coal industry was inter- 
ested in only one thing — get that coal out of 
there, and we’ll get rich. 

So they did. 

So now they don’t want to be bothered 
with putting anything back. Not even to giv- 
ing — or selling us — a hole in the hillside in 
which we might pile some trash, and slow the 
run.off of this rainfall, and maybe not have a 
flood this spring. 

A health official says, "we've got places 
located all over this county to which the peo- 
ple could take their trash, within their ability, 
and everybody would be better off." 

But the holders of the “mineral rights,” 
and thereby the controllers of the land, “won’t 
even talk to us about letting us fill up that 
gulley, even for the protection of the public 
lealth.” 

Let us think up some way3 to reclaim our 
rights. 

If we can’t beg or borrow or buy deposi- 
tories for the trash that uglifies our country- 
side — 

Let’s go to the coal-land holders. If they 
refuse to co.operate, let’s go to our county 
fiscal courts and ask them to use the power of 
eminent domain, and condemn, by due process 
of law and by juries of our peers, and take 
the necessary land, as agreed upon by us all. 

Thera is such a thing as the law of reason 
and humanity. 



Get The Toothbrush 



After bringing their completed dental slips 
back to school, children are apt to grow lax 
about dental care. Unfortunately, tooth decay 
does not let up, as we are reminded during 
the annual observance of the National Child- 
ren’s Dental Health Week, February 2.8. 

Whatever the results of your youngsters’ 
back-to-school visit to the dentist, now is a 
good time to check on the family’s oral hy- 
giene routines. Consistently proper care of 
the teeth can reduce the time spent at the 
semi.annual visit to the dentist. 

First, is your child brushing his teeth 
correctly? There’s arhythmical routine: Brush 
the teeth the way they grow — down on the up- 
per teeth, up on the lower teeth, cheekside 
and tongue side — then brush the biting edge, 
all at least ten times. A pleasant-tasting den- 
tifrice in a safe and sanitary fold.up metal 
tube makes the tooth-care hatbit more inviting. 

While you’re checking your youngster’s 
brushing techniques, examine his toothbrush. 
Is it the right size? Are the bristles firm and 
functional? It’s a good idea to have two tooth 
brushes, so that here is a dry one in reserve. 

How is his toothpaste supply?? A smaller 
size collapsible metal tube is easier for chil- 
dren to handle Make it his own tube by put 
ting his name on it with a small patch of

white adhesive tape. 

After mealtimes, or after that milkand. 
cookies treat, does your youngster brush his 
teeth? 

He should, and immediately after eating. 
Bits of food ferment in minutes, creating 
the acid-producing bacteria which in turn 
cause decay. 

There are times when brushing is im- 
possible and a vigorous mouth rinsing with 
water may serve as a substitute, but it simply 
doesn’t replace the toothbrush and its trusty 
ally, the convenient and unbreakable metal 
tube of toothpaste, in the battle against decay. 

The brushing habit can be made into a 
game. For the younger child, tape a notice 
over the towel rack — “Did you brush your 
teeth after you washed?” — and let him try 
out new reading skills. 

Children are not immune to diseases of 
the gums. Proper brushing and variety and 
balance in foods provide the gums with the 
stimulation and nourishment they need to 
ward off disease. 

Mostly, however, the twice.a-year visit to 
the dentist is to check on possible cavities,, 
Lor perhaps merely to have the teeth polished. 
■It is a good habit, most happily complemented 
| >y good oral hygiene practices the year ’round.

The following is a newsletter sont out by 
tha pastor of a small mission church In this 
aroa. It noas to individuals and groups alsa- 
whara who contributa to tha support of tha 
church. It Is a sympathatic and highly illumi- 
nating raport. 

Dear Christian friends: 

It has been some time since I have been 
able to write you all. 

The reason, frankly, is that we have been 
busy, as the following report I hope will show. 

A striking and important facet of the 
church's work over the past year has been 
that we have learned more about the people 
among whom we work. It ia a depressed area 
—and that depression, we have found, is far 
more than economic. 

The problem of Appalachia is basically 
more social than economic — and therein lies 
the great task of Christians everywhere. 

The people, these inhabitants of a region 
which has been isolated, socially as well as 
geographically, for a century and a half, are 
not a seperate breed, but they exhibit char 
acteristics which trend to a separateness. 

They have been trapped by time and 
change. The economy for the last two genera- 
tions has been based solely on the production 
of coal. But automation and loss of markets 
has changed all this. 

The once fierce pride of the mountaineer 
has eroded away with the economy. The rate 
af out migration has been tremendous. This 
county alone loses about 1,000 people a year 
to other states mostly to the north. This out- 
migration of course is the best of our popula- 
tion. 

Many of those remaining have grown in- 
creasingly to depend on the welfare state. 

Numerous studies have given us some 
clues to the solution for the future. It is a 
standing cliche that “We have been surveyed 
to death.” But we have learned this: There is 
a tremendous task for Christian people every, 
where to strive to reverse this trend. 

The educational level is very low. In our 
immediate area it is less than 3.8 years of 
schooling. This is how vast is the educational 
problem. 

The moral atmosphere among these people 
has eroded along with the economy. The whole 
nation now is aware of the problem of Appa 
lachia and massive efforts are under way to 
the reconstruction of a people. 

It it the task of tho Christian churchot 
to cloth* this who'* tremendous effort with 
an atmosphere of better moral behavior. 

This is the mission of our church. 

So much for the over-all background of 
this report to you. Now to report on events. 

We are in the midst of another winter 
which threatens to be as bad as the last, which 
was the most severe on record. We have al- 
ready recorded below-zero temperatures this 
winter, occasioning severe hardship for thou, 
sands of illclothed. poorly-housed mountain 
people. 

The problems of cold and hunger are im- 
mediate and pressing and the cause of much 
of our prayers being for some solutions. This 
immediate critical area is the one in which 
you can be of great help, and quickly. 

The flood marked the last year in Eastern 
Kentucky. It had rained steadily March 5. 
We live right on the river. By 10 p. m. friends 
began calling to urge us to move out. We 
cleared the basement of all but two electric 
motors which were ruined. We removed cloth- 
ing, bedding and vital appliances to the top 
floor of the manse. 

We were warned that this would he worse 
than tho 1957 flood which failed by six inches 
to reach the main floor. 

At 1 a. m. in the cold rain we moved to 
the church on the hillside, and were promptly 
joined by a dozen families. The river crested 
at 6 a. m. As it receded, homes were left with 
inches of mud in the floors, without lights or 
heat. There followed weeks of cleaning up. 

It was bad. but despite it all we feel the 
Lord was good to us. 

One of the most dramatic events of the 
year was the salvation for the region of the 
United Mine Workers hospitals, which the Min. 
ers Memorial Hospital Association had ordered 
closed in July. Some of the finest people in 



Kentucky and at the national level rallied to 
seek ways to keep them open. 

It should be a cause of great pride among 
all Presbyterians that the Board of National 
Missions came to the rescue, acted as inter- 
mediary in obtaining federal financial coop- 
eration for the purchase of the hospitals and 
their organization as community facilities 

Their massive Good Samaritan effort 
launched, the great Presbyterian leaders step- 
ped modestly aside, having earned the undy. 
ing gratitude of an appreciative people. 

Even our little church Is deeply apprecia- 
tive of all these efforts in our behalf and our 
prayers are for their success, We are a mis- 
sion. We are not likely ever to be self-sup- 
porting; so many are leaving for other areas 
In four years we have lost 54 members and 
gained 37. Of the 54 losses, 37 had to move 
away. 

Our mission is to minister to those who 
remain faithful ar.d strong, as well as the un- 
fortunate. 

What are the people like? They are 
friendly yet wary of strangers. Their lives 
are uncomplicated. They are rugged individ- 
ualists. Most are hard workers but there is of 
course a hard core of shiftless. To these lat- 
ter, welfare has become a way of life. 

They are basically religious, yet often they 
use this religious nature as an excuse for not 
joining a church or really coming to grips with 
Jesus Christ. About 80 percent do not claim 
to be Christians. Perhaps they do not under- 
stand the meaning of Christian. In this case, 
you can see that our church faces a mission of 
teaching. About 10 per cent who claim Christ 
are not sure they are saved. They only “have 
a hope.” 

We pray that with your assistance and 
prayers we may be able to give them more 
than “a hope” In Christ. 

Water-Ugh! 

This is to notify formally the powers that 
be that the North Fork of the Kentucky River 
from which we of this county seat get our 
drinking and other water < is a black mess from 
coal dust and if we draw water out of the 
river it is going to look darkly dingy. 

If you pour a little over your sco<ch-on- 
the rocks it will look fairly clear. 

But trv three. fingen in a-bathtub— and by 
tha time you ar# ready to lower your weary 
frame into a ?ood soaking — the bathwater will 
look distastefully gray. 

The coal-dust pollution comes from coal 
washing on Leatherwood Creek — and let the 
perpetrators of the pollution prove it doesn't 

We ought to do something about it. 

Write a letter of protest to your congress 
man — also to Gov. Breathitt, the Department 
of Fish ard Wildlife resources, the Bureau of 
Mines and Minerals. City Manager Colwell, 
Mayor Dawahare, the city Commission, and 
anybody else you can think of. 

If w# drink enough of that muck wo 
might wind up with silicoaia or blockheads. 

Ar.d worse— it is getting time to start 
fishing for suckers on the spring run up the 
rivers and creeks. 

The river water is so dark the suckers 
couldn't find their way upstream. 

Week Is Observed On Dental 
Health For Our Children 

This is National children’s Dental Health 
Week and is being celebrated with educational 
activity sponsored by the American Dental 
Association across the nation. 

The Kentucky Mountain Dental Society, of 
which Dr. Jack Gross, of Hazard, is president, 
is cooperating with the program. 

“We are happy to join in this effort,” said 
Dr. Gross, “since scientists are beginning to 
foresee the possibility of developing a vaccine 
which could make tooth decay a thing of the 
pest. 

"They ar* getting closer to the discovery 
>f what causes dental decay, that most common 
>f man's chronic diseases." 



Perry County Has Been Losing 1,160 People a Year for Decade 



Although there are few between-census 
statistics, usual indications from trade and 
traffic figures are that migration from the 
mountain counties of Eastern Kentucky is con- 
tinuing at the rate of recent years if not in- 
creasing. 

The out-migration from Perry County dur. 
ing the 1950-60 decade was at the rate of 
1,160 persons per year. 

The population of Perry County in the 
1950 cersu? was 46,566. In 1980 it was 34.961, 
a loss of 11,605 persons or 24.9 per cent 

The population high was 47.828 in the 
1940 census. 

The decline began in the late ’40’s and 
gained momentum over the 1940 50 decade 
with the shift of coal production from rail to 

truck mining, and automation. 

These factors reached a critical condition 
in 1959 and caused a mine strike which 

brought about violence but accomplished noth- 
ing. 

It only pointed up the fact that the United 
Mine Workers Union was no longer a factor 
in the area’s coal industry, but rather actually 
was easing out of the Eastern Kentucky coal 
field. Many union miners felt they were be. 
ing abandoned by their union. But the UMW 
simply was facing up to the facts of life. 

The out migration in 1959, 1960, 1961, 

1962 swelled to a flood. 

A simple check of out of state automobile 
licenses in 1913 indicated the outmigration cer- 
tainly was not slowing down. 

These were our own people, simply com. 



ing back to see us. 

As for Hazard, the population high was 
7,397 in the 1940 census. The downward trend 
showed up by 1950 with a loss of 5.6 per cent 
of the population. By the 1960 census the 
population had dropped to 5,958 for the coun- 
ty seat. However, the volume of trade and 
demand for housing indicate the City is not 
losing population so rapidly in 1964. 

This may reflect only the shift of popula- 
tion from rural Perry County into Hazard. 

At the turn of the 20th Century Perry 
County counted 8,276 people, with 1,976 living 
in Hazard. 

With the coming of the railroad and de- 
velopment of the coal industry in the second 
decade the population swelled. The county 
population increased 131.4 per cent in the 
second decade. 

The statistics herein are found largely in 
a brochure issued last year by the Hazard 
Chamber of Commerce and the Kentucky De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The brochure includes the following: 

Perry County became the 68th county of 
the state when it was created from Clay and 
Floyd Counties in the year 1820. It was 
named in honor of Oliver Hazard Perry, the 
hero of the naval battle of Lake Erie in which 
a number of Kentuckians had fought as vol. 
unteers and had helped to win the War of 
1812. 

At first a very Urge county, Perry later 
had five counties carved from its territory, 
until today it U smaller In area than any oi 



the counties it adjoins except Owsley. 

The topography of the county is hilly and 
mountainous and a large portion i3 unsuitable 
for farming. Coal is the principal industry. 

The growth of Perry County from 1820 
to 1890 was slow, during which time the pop- 
ulation barely doubled. The mountains were 
natural barriers to road building and it was 
not u-til the coal mines were developed and 
the railroad was built that the isolation of the 
county from the ““outside world” was brok- 
en. From 1920 to 1950, the population doub- 
led, or increased 178 percent. 

Hazard became the first town and the 
county seat of Perry County. Not incorporat- 
ed until 1884, it was referred to as “the Perry 
Courthouse” in all the early records. Because 
many Kentuckians had fought under Oliver 
Hazard Perry in the battle of Lake Erie, the 
people requested that the own. as well as the 
county, be named in his honor. Admiral 
Perry died on August 23, 1819, only a few 
months before the passage of the act creating 
this new county. 

Much like the county, the town of Haz. 
ard was slow to grow during its first years. 
However, the period before the Civil War did 
bring some growth to it. Partly responsible 
for this were the promises of new roads and 
better mail service. However, with its few 
clustered homes in the valley, the town seem- 
ed destined to remain a small trading center 
and stopover for travelers, due to the difficult 
methods of travel and the slow and perilous 
means of transporting supplies — reasons which 



were certainly responsible for the delayed de- 
velopment of the resources of the Upper Ken- 
tucky Itiver Valley of which Hazard is the 

center. 

In 1874- Hazard was described as a small 
village. In 1884. it was incorporated with a 
population of about 100. It was the only town 
in Perry County, and consisted of a courthouse, 
a jail, four stores ( and seventeen families. 
There was neither a church nor a schoolhouse. 

Undoubtedly, the French and Eversole 
feud retarded the growth of Hazard, and 
brought only death, destruction, and desolation 
to the enterprising village, which, in the east, 
had become known as “Hazardous Hazard.” 
Confined principally to Perry County, the feud 
began in 1882. The worst conflict of the feud 
took place in the very middle of Hazard in 
1888 when one side barricaded itself in the 
courthouse and the other side took over the 
nearby buildings and stores. Twelve men were 
killed before the battle ended. In the period 
afterward nearly one half of the houses be- 
came unoccupied and only about 70 inhabit- 
ants remained. For years the newspapers 
carred sensational stories of this feud, in which 
the courthouse was burned and many of the 
town’s leading citizens lost their lives. Scars 
left by the feud could only be dimmed by time 
and the great economic changes that have 
come with progress. 

By the 1890’s, Hazard was struggling, but 
did have some growth. With the railroad 
getting closer, the town had many changes 



and a population increase. Natural resources 
were tapped and a sense of expectancy pre- 
vailed. Many coal lands were being leased 
and the lumber business was booming. In 
1896, land around Hazard sold for $500 an 
acre. The settlers wanted it for timber mostly 
but also knew the value of its mineral rights, 
although they never expected to see it devel- 
oped in their time. 

At the turn of the century, still striving 
for better roads and the railroad, Hazard had 
some important developments underway. In 
1902, the Hazard Baptist Institute was founded 
Ln. 1903 the People’s Bank was organized, and 
as early as 1800, the town had at least three 
doctors. In 1910 Hazard had a population of 
537, and in 1911 several new businesses. , 

With the arrival of the railroad in 1912, 
Hazard’s real growth began. Electric lights and 
water works came in 1913, and a new couit- 
house. The bank deposits in 1915 were $157,. 
000; in 1920 they had grown to more than $1,- 
000.000. In this year also a new hospital was 
built. 

In 1920 Hazard had a population of 4.343, 
and by 1940, it had increased to 7,397. In 1948 
wholesale firms totaled 15 and grossed $5,058, 
000. In 1950, with an estimated trading pop- 
ulation of about 100.000. Hazard had 146 re- 
tail establishments grossing $13,725,000 and 
employing 128 persons. By 1952, the com- 
bined deposits of the two banks amounted to 
mors than $10,000,000. 

In 1964 their deposits are near $18,000,000.
